Alas! Your Moſt Chriſtian 'Majefty carries too many 
Proofs about'yon, that your Body is not immortal ; fliming

all your Luſtre and Blaze ſerves only to diſcover and lay | 
open the bloody Scenes of your Life. Chriſtendom was 
once in hopes, that Your Majeſty would have. ſ[tudied and

plac'd them before that which he was building at St. Dewzs. 
Your Majeſty has donethe ſame, in forcing away ia time-of 
Peace the Knights of the Tertonick Order, and thoſe of 
| Malia, from their Eſtates and Commands in the Empire, 
and in driving away from your Court in a moſt ignomi- 
nious manner the- Enweys of the Grend Maſters, contrary 
to the Faith and Honour of publick Treaties made with 
them , who came only to demand their Right of Lewis 
the Juit : Your Majclty has depriv'd them of their Reve- 
nues, whilſt the brave Knights are fighting in Hungary and 
the Morea for the Honour of Chriitendom ; and you pre- 
tend to employ their Patrimony for the railing and in- 
crealing the Foundations of your devoted Knights of 
St. Lazarus. Lothaire 1s repreſented by the French Hiſto- 
rians as the moſt corrupt and worſt Prince . that ever 
reigned, becauſe he had ravaged the Church, ranſack'd the 
Eccleſiaſticks, broke his Oaths, as often as be ſaw an, Ad-

E have too much Reſpect for Your Moſt Chriſtian Ma: 
zeſty , to apply the Hiltories of Kings dead ſo many Ages 
ago , to the preſent Calamities of your Reign, tho' it is 
the Charatter and Efſence of Ir#th to conceal nothing.

Europe demands of Your Majeſty the reaſon, Why you 
commanded the Cardinal @Eſtrees to read ſo» many ſting- 
ing and mortifying Letters to the Jate Pope 3. and the 
Marqueſs de Lavardin.to affront His Holinels (your old 
Good Father) in his Capital Citv, where he has as So- 
vereign a Power, as Your M.j:-ity ia "Paris : He aim'd at 
nothing but to recall Fuſtice and Virtue into Rome, to 
baniſh” Sacrilegious Villains, Adujterers 3 to prevent Af.

greater Barbaritics in the Spaniſh Netherlands, than the 
Turks 1n Hungary and Auitria, Your Majeſty would never 
permit the Churches of France to pray for the Deliverance 
of Vienna, though Monſieur Seppeville gave Your Majeſty 
a daily account of the progreſs of the Tyrks at that time; 
"Twas M. Fouchay who perſuaded your Mijcſty to make 
a diverſion, at that juncture, rather in the Spaniſh Ne- 
therlands, than in the Empire, leſt your Negotiation with 
the Divan at Conſflantineple ſhould be too notorious , 
which is amply diſplay'd fince in the Declaration of the

I covld eaſily convince Your Majeſty, that Your Nego- 

tiation with the Ottoman Port, to deſtroy the Empire, 
might have beet fatal to Your ſelf. For amongſt the Pri- 
foncrs taken at the Battel of Barkar, after the railing the 
Siege of Vienna, the Baſſa of Siliſtria was one, who con- 
f.{s'd to the great General of Poland, That the Grand Vi- 
fi-r was re{olv'd, upon the taking of Vienna, to fly im- 
mediately 1r:to the Bowels of the Empire, and to march in 
prrſon to Ratisbon; for which Expedition he had made 
proviſion of Money, Ammunition, and all other Neceſſa- 
rics for Eighteen Months, Now what could Your Majcſty 
have done [upon ſuch a vaſt Inundation of Barbarians, 
ſpreading towards the Borders of France; it would have 
been too late to have dealt with the Turks, as Your Maje- 
ſty's Father did with the Swedes; who growing very for- 
midable in the Empire by French Intrigues, and advancing 
too near-the Rhine, gave Lewjs the XUllth great jealouſie 
and fear of their Progreſs and Succeſs; whereupon, to 
prevent the ill conſequences, Your Father ſuſpended the 
* payment of the Subſidies, and other Aſliſtances, which he 
had all along afforded them under-hand, and negle&ted no 
manner of means to diſperſe the remains of the Swedifþ 
Forces, that ſurviv'd the loſs of their immortal Hero, the 
Great G»ſt4v4s Adolphus, and were headed by the Duke of 
Saxe Weimar. 

This is not the firſt time, that the mad Caprices of the 
French have arm'd many Nations againſt them. The Empe. 
ror Valentinian writ to Theodorick, That there was an indi- 
' ſpenſable neceflity to unite themſelves againſt the French, 
who were ſo tranſported with the vain notion of Glory,that 


they began to affe& in that Age a Univerſal Empire, as tho 
every 
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every thing belong'd to them : That they never began any 
War, for which they could aſſign any cauſe, or the leaſt 
reaſon ; for they call'd every thing juſt, which-was agreea- 
ble to their Exorbitant Luſts and Paſhons 3 Fide Anton. 
Bonfin. Rerum. Hungar. Dec. 8, Lib. 3. 

Can Your Majeſty be ſo blind, or vain, as to imagine 
that the Confederate Princes and States will bear any _ 
ger with the Chimera's and Phrenſies of the Brains of Your 
Miniiters, publiſhed in. ſo many Scandalous Marifeſto's, 
which ought to be purg'd with large Doſes of He/ebore. 
How can Your Majeſty treat the Emperor as a Calumniator, 
becauſe he will not ſuffer himſelf to be amus'd any longer 
with the publick Profeſſions of Your Sincerity to preſerve 
the Peace and Repoſe of Chriſtendom 2 We cannot but ri- 
dicule Your. Majelty for proſtituting Your Glory to the Al- 
gerines, and humbling Your ſelf at the Feet of ſuch a Mo- 
bile, 1n offering them Your Ports to facilitate their Depre- 
dations upon the Chriſtians ; by which You have rendred 
them ſo (tiff, that they demand full Reparations for the 
Damages done by Your Bombs, and the reſtitution of all 
Slaves. 

How can You, Sir, tax the Emperor with diſturbing the 
publick Peace, after He had born (o long with Your Inſuks, 
and Uſurpations ? You make every thing a breach of the 
Peace, which contradids Your Will and Plealure. How 
can Your Majeſty be perſuaded that the Emperor hath vio- 
lated the Laws and Statutes of the Church, in oppoſing 
Cardinal Furſtenburg , the common Incendiary of the Em- 
pire, and the Church, incapacitated by the Pep-, and put 
by, by the common practice of the Chapier of Cologn, afs 
ter he had fall'd the Bilhoprick with French Troops, ſown 
Diviſions, and kindled a Bloody War in Exrope. Under

fixt the totterirg Crown upon Your Majeſty's Head ; Your 


Intendants and Officers have ſuck'd the Blood and Marrow 


of the whole EleForat, under the diſguiſe of protecting it 
againſt its lawfu) Maſter 3 the miſerable Inhabitants dying 
with hurgcr, and oppreſſion , whilſt your Dragoons grew 
fat with the Spoils. | 
The Sons and Brothers of the preſent Prince Palatine ha- 
ving appear'd at Cologn in favour of the Election of the 
young Prince of Bavaria againſt Cardinal Fyftenberg,an Ene- 
my of the Empire, ſeizing upon the whole Ele@orate with 
ſwarms of French Troops before he had ever one Vote gi- 
ven him by the Chapter; or indeed, before the breath was 
out of the late Eledor's Mouth, gave umbrage to Your 
Majeſty to burn and deſtroy all the Countries and Eſtates 
belonging to the good old EleFor Palatine, their Father, as 
his Du: chy of J-lzers, the County: of Bergze', the ancient 
Palace and Caſtle of Heydelberg; all his Cities in the Pala- 
tinate, as Manheim, Nienſtad , Frankendale, &c. carrying 
away all the Goods and Chattels of the Countrey, whereby 
all manner of ſubſiſtence might be taken away from the mi- 
ſerable I:1habitants, whoſe Ghoſts cry out for Vengeance. 
The Ele&or of Treves hath been treated by Your Majeſty 
more like a Rebel, than a Sovereign Prince, becauſe he 
thought it his duty to be faithful to the Intereſt of the Em- 
pire, and the Church, of which he is an Illuſtrious Member : 
Your Mzjeſty firſt ſcis'd, then diſmanticd, now plunder'd 
and burnt the Capital City of Treves, and turn'd his whole 
EleGorate into a Wilderneſs of Ruines, and Aſhes. The 
Marquis de Bouflers has been the Exccutioner of all Your 
Cruclties 
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Crueltics im that Countrey , having lat Winter turn'd the 
beautiful City of Coblentz into a Furnace, with his Bombs 
and C:rcalſe, there now remaining little of the Place, only 
heaps of Stones, and Cinders z *ewas wonderful to ſee with 
what patience and conſt-ncy the EleFor of Treves view'd 
from his Caſtle of Herman/icin his City of Coblentz burning 
and tumbling under his eyes,and afterwards his whole Coun- 
try in flames, not ſo much as one Churci (tanding for tne 
worſhip of God Almigity, tho there were reck5u'd ahove 
800 Keligious. Houſes in the Ele@orate, (1x Citics, forty 
great Towns, 400 Villages, and (ixty great Caltles. 

The EleGer of Meniz being weary of Your Mijelty's Yoke, 
began to «ſpouſe the Cauſe of the Empire and the Church, 
having ſufter'd Jong under the Chairs You had put upon 
him : Monſteur Fouchay , and Your Officers affronted him 
daily with intolerable Indignities, contrary to the Capitu- 
lation,and Your Majeſty's Royal Word, which at laſt prov'd 
of fatal conſequence to his Subje&s and Country ; his Palace 
was ſoon ranlack'c, the Monaſteries and Citizens Houſes 
plunJer'd, and all utterly ruin'd, tho under the ſtipulated 
and ſolemn proteftion of Your Majeſty, who aſſumes the 
Titles of Lewis the Juſt, the Piows, the Great. 

What has the Circle of Szabia done to Your Majeſty, to 
be ſo barbarouſly dealt with, contrary to all the Rules of 
Chriſtianity, and the common Maxims of War? She commits 
no Hoſtilities againſt Your Majeſty, ſends no Forces to join 
the Confederates upon the Rizre ; all her Troops are em- 
ploy'd in Hungary againlt the Infidels, which may be one 
cauſe of the. Deſfolations committed by Your Soldiers from 
Strasburg, BriſacFand Hunningen; for the Mahometan and

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that Monſieur Invigny had been receiv'd with a particular 
reſpe& at his Court, as well as Monſteur Bourgeanville before 
him, two French Envovs, who had enchanted that Court 
with great promiſes of ſafety and protection. 

In what. ©i;, has the Ancient City of Spires offended you, 
that Juſtice 1s dethrorn'd from her Imperta! Seat,and all the Re- 
cords of the Empire AJleltroy'd, as tho Your Mezjelty intended 
to obliterate the very name nt the Germans, as the Coths 
—did that of the Romans £ What (ins has the Imperial City 
_ of Worms committed againſt Your Divinity # to be firſt plun- 
der'd, and then burnt for company with her Neighbour 
Spires ; all the poor Inhabitants, as well religious as ſecular, 
being commanded, upon pain of death, to retire into no o- 
ther Country, but what was under the French domination, 
W hat a miſcrable Spefacle was it to behold the ſtarving 
Gentry and Commonalty forced to march through ruin'd 
Countries, where they left their dead Children and Relati- 
ons in the Woods. and Ditches 3-apd to render this Action 
more memorable and renowned in future Annals, Your Ma- 
jeſty choſe the day of Pentecoſt, the Feſtival of the ZZoly 
Ghoſt (of which Order Your Majeſty is the Head) td make 
this great Sacrifice $0 Your Glory ? the fiery Tongyes ha- 
ving appear'd tothe Apoſiles upon this day,was an argument 
to Your Majeſty to ſtorm Heaven with the Cries ard Flames 
of Imperial Cities, a new fort of Gigantomachia.

We hear Your Maj-ſty has commanded the Academy 
cf Painters at Parzs to draw the Hiſtory of this War ;

Worms, being all buricd in the Rnins, as thoſe of Cor- 
rade I. Henry TT. Herry IV. Aexry V. and their Empreſles. 
Attila and his Goths lefc many Towers itanding, which are 
now pull'd down by Your Majzſty's ſtrong and mighty 
Arms; quod non fecerunt Barbari, fecit Ludovicuws Magnus, 
Juſt, Pins. | | 

[nec Icjuries and Afﬀronts put upon the Biſhop of Worms, 
near Nirnety years of Age, and a Prince of the Empire, are 
almoſt incredible, if they had not been perpetrated by 
French- men, who hurried the old Venerable Paſtor up and 
down ina Chair, laid him in a ruin'4 Caſtle, and menac'd 
him with blows, unleſs he would diſcover all the Plate and 
Riches of the Church. 

All your Declarations of War accuſe'the King of Sp4iz 
and the EleFor Palatine of ſecret Machinations againſt your 
Majeſty, as ſtirring up of Wars againſt you, and exciting all 
the Princes and Srates of Chriſtendom to riſe up in Arms a- 
gainſt France; whereas your Majeſty defign'd nothing by be- 
ginning this barbarous War, but to maintain the Peace and 
Happineſs of (briſterdow, for which your Majeſty's defire is 
molt ſincere. Now how notoriouſly falſe theſe Accuſations 
are againſt the King of Spair: and the EleQor Palatine, eve- 
ry body may eaſily jadge, who knows the Court of Spaiz, 
and the temper of the Spariards, as well as the condition 
and (tate of the Prince Palatine, who has few or no Envoys 
running from Court to Court, no Spies, no m1ſqueraded 
Tecendiaries. Your Majeſty ſent to the Imperial Court Mr. 
Seppeville a little before the Truce, and after him Chiverny, 
who preſently after was diſpatch'd to the'Northern Courts; 
Lyafignan ſacceeded him, and like a common Herauld pub- 

liſhed 
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liſhed your Declaration of War under the very noſe of the 
Emperour, for wi:jch he was ſent away by the Imperial Or- 
der. The ſcandalous Intrigues of thele three Miniſters to 
embroil Hungary,and encourage the Txrk,are too common- 
Iy known, to be here repeated Aſter the concluſion of the 
Peace cf Nim:guen, your Maj lty ſent Verizs to Ratisbon, 
as an Inſtrument and Machine of Diſcord, to hinder all cor- 
reſpondence at the Diet ;, which he did for {c me time, till 
Honour and Self-preſervation ſtarted and confirm'd the 
League of Ausburgh, Your Maj:(ty entertaii'd lars at the 
Court of Buwaria, a very impertinent and imperious Fel. 
low. At the Court, of Brandenburgh you had M. Kebenac, 
an impudent Negotiator. At the Court of Mentz, M. Fon- 
chay.a very inſulting domineering Merſtrar,who never ſpoke 
to the EleQor without figns of deſpiling his Perfon and his 
Sovercigaty. Your Majclty had M. Tambormean, and fince 
Gravel/, at the Court of the EleGor of Colvgn, who laid the 
train of all thoſe Miſerics which now we behold 1n that 
fruitful Country : They deluced the late Elettor, furrour- 
ded him with French Creatures, fill'd his Garifons with 
French Forces : how often did they threaten the ElcQor of 
Treves with Fire and Sword, unleſs he would declare for 
France ;, telling him, That they had ht: wt. ole State between 
their Hammer and their Anvil, which prov'd true in the ef- 
fe& : But what immortal Honour has the Eleftor of Trees 
merited in fzcrificing his Al, rather than betray the Empire 
ard his Church! Atthe Court of Lanerbourg your Miniſter 
M &' Ar/y was notorious, and Montargis at'C: perbagen. Your 
Majeſty (till keeps Frdal at Hamburg, who ts fo impudent, 
that no aflronts can get him out of the City. All theſe, and 
many more, run up and down Exrope, ſowing miſchief, and 
putting all into flames. Your Maj-ity diſguiſes your Miſſco- 
naires and Cre:tures underPerriwig-maik' rs, Dancing, Fencing 
Maſters, Confettioners, Cooks, Valets de Chamber, disbanded 
S.ldiers, Maſters of Languages, Muſicians , ant Fae 
helſe 
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Theſe Men creep and inſinuate into Gourts, and the Houſes 
of Great Men, into all Publick Companies, where they ferret 
up and down, and afterwards give Intelligence to your Supe- 
riour Miniſters. . Theſe Maſqueraders ſuffer any Afronts to 
be put upon them, and all the Contempts in the World, by 
which means they cover and conceal their true CharaQters, 
and a& without being ſuſpeFed. Lews the XI. employ'd 
M. Oliver ( a Barber by Profeſſion) in ſeveral Embaſſies, in 
which he paſt for a Ridicule; and thereby took many advan- 
tages, as Gondamore did in England. All the French Miniſters, 
Spies, and Penſioners, make 1t their only ſtudy and buſineſs 
co Preach up the Grandeur, the Glory, and the Wiſdom of 
France ; the Juſtice of your-Majeſty's Cauſe ; your Zeal for 
the Peace and Repoſe of Chriſtendom, and fuch-like Rhodomay- 
tades; which impoſe upon ſome credulous, and foppiſh fren- 
chify'd Fellows, ſome Women and Enthuſiaſts. They often 
urge the great Change and Revolution that would happen 
upon the King of Spair's Death ; and tell us how then the 


reateſt part of Europe would devolve by —_— apon Louis 


e Grand, The Declaration of France againſt the Emperor, 
proclaims the Elefrice of Bavaria barren, tho' ſhe was breed- 
ing at that very moment. And what Intrigues hath been on 
foot to prevent the Marriage of the incomparable Princeſs 
Mary Ann Palatine, with Charles ie Second of Spain, who 
tho' of a weak Conſtitution, yet being now providentially 
deliver'd from the poyſonous Embraces of his late 'Queen 
Loviſe of Bourbon, and cheriſht up by a fruitful wholſome 
German Princeſs, may in all probability ſee Heirs of his own 
Body to inherit his Kingdoms ; of which the Court of, France 
ſeems to be ſo Jealous, that a Squadron of Men of War is 
commanded to watch the Queen of Spain's motions,' and if 

poſſible, to deſtroy her, whilſt the French Troopsare ruining . 
her Father at Land. ' | 


'Tis notorious to all the World, how your Majeſty has 
C perſecu. 
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perſecuted the King of Spain from his very Cradle, contrary 
to the greateſt Tics and Ovligations that God Almighty could 
lay upon you; all the Modern Hiſtories are full of your 
Treacheries, and Zſurpativns upon his Dominions, therefore 
Truth will not here repeat them : only ſhe thinks it proper 
to advertize your Majeſty of late ones, which perhaps are 
already crowded out of your Memory, by daily ſwarms of 
freſh Ideas of that kind. Ever ſince the laſt Truce, Your 
Majeſly hath Treated the faithful Spanzſh SubjeRs as common 
Enemics, Arreſting their Perſons, and Confiicating their E- 
ſtates ; becauſe the Soverain Council of Brabant durſt be fo 
honeſt,as to pronounce a favourable Sentence for the Prince of 
Orange, (now by the ſpecial Providence of Heaven, Xing of 
Great Britain ) againſt the Count de Solre, betwixt whom 
there had been a great and long Suit depending, for ſeveral 
Seigneuries and Lands. 

Your Majeſty knows how juſtly,Spazs has complain'd by 
ber Ambaſſadour at your Court, that your Governour of the 
French Netherlands has ſometimes quitted , then preſently 
ſeiz'd again the beſt part of the Ch2re/enie, or JuriſdiQion of 
Courtray, and proceeded to poſt vp the French Arms, even 
before the Counterſcarp of the Cittadel of Namur. Your Ma- 
jeſty is not ignorant, that your Men of War have cruis'd in 
the Bay of Cadiz, and extEted by force great Cuſtoms and 
Impoſitions from all Spaxzfh, as well as other Ships; nor how 
creacherouſly your Fleet furpris'd Admiral Papachini, in time 
of Peace, who refus'd to ſtrike his Flag, knowing no other 
Soveraign of the Spaniſh Seas, but the King of Spain his Ma- 
ſter. How often have the Miniſters. and Envoys of Spain 
remonſtrated againſt theſe Proceedings, and made ule of the 
Mediations of the Kings of England, Charles the Second, and 
Fames the Second, the Emperor, and the States of the Seven 
United Provinces, who were all Guarantees of the Peace and 
Truce ;. but your Majeſty was reſolv'd to declare a XFivg your 


publick.

- publick Enemy, for no other reaſon, but that he had born 
. too long with the Inſults, and Aﬀronts of your Majeſty's Mi- 


niſters, Fleets, and Armies. 

After your taking of Luxemburgh, in the middle of a full 
Peace, your Majeſty's Miniſters declar'd up and down, That 
then the Foundation of a laſting Peace was laid, that City 
which had been the Source of many Quarrels, being now 1n 
their Maſter's poſſeſſion. But the Germans, eſpecially the 
Princes of the Rhine, (aw their fatal Error too late ; their 
Countries being thereby laid open and expos'd to the fury of 
the French, in whoſe way the Bulwark of Luxemburgh had 
always laid as a Rampart of thoſe States and Territories, 
which are now a lamentable heap of Ruines : Bur if we 
ſhould enter far into the ſecret Condu@ of this Aﬀair , we 
ſhall find the principal Author of it in England, laid aſleep 
in the poyſonous Boſome of a French Dalila, whith contri- 
buted as much to the loſs of Luxemburgh, as Helena did to 
that of Troy ; this Fortreſs lies now like the Trojan Horſe, 
ſending torth every day armed Men to burn and deſtroy all 
about the Frontiers of the Empire. *Tis well known, that 
the Prince of Orange (who is now in a Condition to raiſe the 
Glory of the Eng/iſh Nation, and to caſt the Ballance of Chri- 
ftendom) and the States, would have reliev'd Luxemburgh at 
chat JunCture, if the Guarrantee of Eng/and would have done 
his Duty, and declar'd in conjunction with them (as -he was 
oblig'd) againſt Fraxce. 

How can you, Sir, objeCt to the King of Spain, that he 
did abandoa and betray King Fames the Second of England, 
when as his Ambaſſador Don Pedro Ronquillo, gave him al- 
ways ſincere and cordial Advice, to adhere to the trye Inte- 
reſt of Chriſtendem, and to torſfake all Freach Councels and 
Meaſures, with which Moaftear Barillon, and his Italian Spouſe 
were always amuling and deluding him, plying him daily 
with the Sollicitations of Feſrted Prieſts and Confeſſors, The 
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fame Advice was often given him by the Emperoyr, whoſe 


Letters are upon Record ; but Fames was deaf, and would . 


' not hearken to the wholeſome loſftruttions 1o often inſtill'd 
into his Eats ; the conſcquence whereof now proves, that 
your Majeſty by your New French Politicks, has been the 


principal Inſtrument of the Advancemento! the Jate Prince of 


Orange, and of ſetting him upon a Thrcne, which is Jike 
to be the Scourge of France, and the Delivercr of Ciri/teudom 
from its preſent Bondage, 

If the Great Scipio Africawus was ſtil'd the Deſtroyer of 
Carthage and Namantia, (which had always been the invere- 
rate Enemies of Rowe ) and was reprehended for it by the 
Grave Roman Hiſtorians ; what a Figure then will your Ma- 
jeſty make in Hiſtory, if inſtead '0f Moyfteur Boileau ( now 
in Penſion for that purpoſe) a Polybius, a Livy, a Tacitus, 
ora Plutarch ſhould write your Lite ; what would they fay 
of your Burnings and Devaſtations, how would they recon- 
cile them to the Charafter that wile Seneca gives of a Great 
Man: Conſulere Patrie, parcere afflittis, fera cede abſtinere, 
tempus ire dare, orbi quietem, ſ&culo pacem ſuo, petitur hic 
Celum Via, In Oftav. AA, 2. 

Truth deſires you, Great Sir, to refleCt a little upon the 
deſperate Condition in which your Armies have left many 
Millions of Souls, now ready to ſtarve and languiſh for want 
of common Suſtenance, all the Wines, Corn, Grains, Cat- 
tel, Forrage, &c. bcing order'd to be brought into your 
Majeſty's Fortreſſes of Mount- Royal, Luxemburgh, Sar Lows, 
Philipsburgh, Strasburgh, Briſac, Hunningen, and Fort Lou, 
under pain of Death, and afterwards all the Houſes and Pla- 
. ces of ſhelter, tho' Churches, Chappels,' Hoſpitals, to be 
burnt, and all laid waſte, as the Deſerts of 4rabia; neither 
the Tears of Infants, of Widows, of Nuns, Old Men, laid 
proſtrate at the Feet of your unmercitul Soldiers, can ſoften 
their obdurate Hearts, le Roy le vent, is the word of them all. 

The 
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The miſerable inhabitants - of f Palatinat, when they 
n:d thcir Gates to your Son the Dauphin, had his honour 
and ſolemn word pawn'd for their ſafety and proteRion ; 
his C:pitulations with! Worms, Spire, Frankendale, Heydel- 
berg, Minheim, Oc. are upon Record, and will one day be 
witacls againſt you. 
Now that the Duke de Feuillade hath erefted to your 
Mijeliy a magnificent Szatue, in imitation of the Romaxs, 
who dcd:cated the like to their Fero's and Great Men, he 
ought allo to appoint a ſolemn 7riumph for your Majeſty, 
if he intends to copy the whole Ceremony and pomp of ths 
Ancients; but Truth will not ſuffer your Majeſty to be 
drawn in a pare white Ivory 7Triumphal Chair, ſuch as 
thoſe of the Roman Conſuls and Emperours wont to be ; 
the Wheels of your Chariot will be red with the Blood 
of Chriſtians, or black with the ſmoak of your burnings ; 
the Horſes ſhall not be of the Ermine colour, but rather 
like tho in the Revelations, chap. 6. the firſt whereof 
was white, the ſecond red, the third black, and the fourth 
pale, whica are applicavle to the four parts of your Ma- 


 jſties Life: Ze rhat ſate upon the firſt had a Bow in his 


hand, and a Crown was given unto him, the white colour 
may ſignify the Innocence of your Mijzſti:s Infancy and 
Minority, in which after the Death of Lewis the XIII. you 
was miraculouſly preſerv'd againſt many powerful Faions 
under the Manittries of Richel/iex, and Mazarine ; the Crown 
given was yours; the ſecond Horſe was red, and power was 
iven to him that ſate thereon, to take Peace from the Earth, 
axd that they ſhould kill one another, and there was given 
unto him a great Sword, proper to baniſh Peace out, of the 
World, to kill aad lay ; the red colour repreſents the Blood 
fpilt in whole ſtreams by your Majeſty, and the man with 
th: Sword in his hanJ, is he that cuts all bonds of Humane 
Society. The colour of the black Horſe blazens it ſelf, and 


repreſents. 
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repreſents the blackneſs of your Boutefeus and Incendiaries. 
The fourth Horſe was pale, and the name of him that ſate 
on him was Death, and Hell followed him, and power was 
given unto them to kill with Sword, Hunger, &c. Theſe, . 
Sir, are to draw your 7riumphal Chariot thro the Streets of 
Paris, after which the Fourth Horſe is to devour you ; 
neither the Lowure nor Verſailles can ſhelter you ; your 
Fleets and Armies, your Bombs, your Carcaſles, and Stink- 
pots cannot hinder this Sceleton from drawing you under 
ground ; Read, Sir, the whole Revelation, and you will ſee 
St. Fohn pointing at you in every Chapter. 

Your Majeſty never yet was in any War (and you 
have been in many ) whereof you was not the Spring and 
Author; did ever any Prince or State attack you firſt, 
have not you always been the firſt Aggreſlor, and the Vi- 
olator of the Peace ; your Majeſty has ſtole away above a 
ſixth part of the Empire, and above half of the Netherlands 
by piece-meals, when all your Neighbours were ſleeping 
under their own Figg-Trees and Vines, reſting as they 
dream't ſecure under your Majeſties Treaties and Com- 
pats, then which nothing ought to be more Sacred. 

What will your Majeſty fay, if the Diez and the Con- 
federate Princes and States will no longer Treat with you 
upon your Royal Word and Honour, which are ſo proſti- 
tuted and blown upon, that they will paſs no more cur- 
rant, then King Fame's Coyn in Ireland; all your Seals and 
Stamps are Braſs and Counterfeir. The Confederates know 
not what Oaths, what new. God, or Religion to invent, for 
the binding and obliging your Majeſty to keep the com- 
mon Faith of Nations; what if they inſiſt upon a General 
- Aſſembly of the Fftates of France, lecing they cannot enter 
into any Treaty with the Court of France, without the Joint 
reputation of the whole body of the Kingdom; this was 
praticed upon your Majeſties account at the Treaties of 

| Weſt- 
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Weſtphalia, where there was a Convention of all the Eſtates 
of the Empire to ſatisfy your Miniſters. | 

The Empire is reſolv'd and fixt upon the point and prin- 
ciple of having all the Eſtates of France call'd together ; 
Reaſon will dire& your Subjetts to infiſt upon it at this 
junCture, ſeeing all their Trade and ways of ſubſiſting ( un» 
leſs by burning ) are ſtopt, the Finances multiplied arid ene 
creaſt in cvery branch. This, Sir, will raiſe and kindle 
ſome ſparks and rays of former Liberty and Property in 
your SubjeRs breaſts; your Majeſty will be the looſer, your 
People gainers; the Sun of your Glory ſhining with a 
falſe light, will ſuffer a total Eclipſe, which muſt have a. 
fatal intluence upon your Glory and pretended Grandure. 
One little ſpark of Fire from abroad, may kindle ſuch a 
Fire in. France, that all your Engines will never be able 
to quench; the Neceſſities of your People hath rendred 
them extreamly ſenſible and ſuiceptible of any impreſſions ; 
the Commons are oppreſt in the higheſt degrees, the Mer- 
chants have no- commerce, the Nobility 15 debaſed; the 
Clergy dif-reſpeQed, all in contuſion; the greateſt part of 
Europe 1s prepar'd to afliſt them, the reſt are providing for 
the general Invaſion of Fraxce on all ſides, from all parts, 
both by Sea and Land, from Eaſt and Weſt, the South and 
the North; not to force your Majeſties Subje&s to Rebel, 
but only ro throw oft their- intolerable Yoke of Slavery, 


' their Fetters and their Chains; and to free themſelves as 


well as their Poſterity from all the Miferies of Bondage, un- 
der which they groan, and pine away. Your Majeſlics 
Edifs muſt be recalld, the old ones reſetled upon a ſure 
bottom ; your Finances regulated, your heavy Taxes and 
Impoſitions moderated. Theſe things, Sir, will be done, 
and remember that Truth told you ſo; the late eaſy Reve- 
lution in England is ſo freſh and deep in your Memory, 
that I need not repreſent the Hiſtory to-your Majeſty, leaſt 
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it ſhould make you Abdicate before your time, whereby: 
your Throne will become vacant, till 7ruth is ſet upon it., 
The Late King Fames of England had neither burnt Cities, 
Towns, or Villages, he had not laid whole Countries in 
aſhes, yet how ſudden and quick was his overthrow, and 
ruine ; not ſo much as one Battel, his Fleet and Army were 
cold in his defence, his ſtrong holds yeilded themſelves, his 
Subje&s tho” train'd up in a courſe of Paſſive Obedience, did 
generally revolt and riſe up againſt him, yet they had not 
telt half the Smart and Oppreſſions that the Subjes of France 
bear at preſent: The Late King Fames was but juſt entred 
into the Schools of the Feſazts, he was: many Claſſes below 
Your Majeſty, being only in the bud, whereas your Vis 
ces are come now to full Maturity, and muſt rot in few

Repent, Great Sir, tefore it is too late ; the Confederacy 
grows every day, and you conſume apace; they are all 
animated with the higheſt reſentments imaginable, and in- 
vincibly united ; you have no Ales in England, in Mun- 
fter, Denmark, or Sweden, as you had in the Years 1672, 
and 1678. You have no Proteſtant Subje&s to fight for 
you, which in thoſe years made up a great and beſt part

Your Majeſty cannot but have read, or at leaſt heard, 
how Lewis the Xl. tho he had govern'd very well, enjoy'd 
great and rcal Profperities, united ſo many Provinces tothe 
Crown; which' conſtitute and” form the beautiful body of 
France; yet atter all this ſo many Jealouſtes, Fears, troubles 
E 0: 
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of Mind,. and remorſes of Conſcience ſeiz'd upon him, that 
he confin'd himſelf in his Caſtle of Plefis Ia Tour as in 2

body was admitted to ſee him, but his Domeſtick Servants, 
and them hexhang'd. every Week ; 400 Archers kept con-

Spikes, and Crows fect, to be placed every where about the 
Caſlle ; beſides four. great Iron Watch-houſes full of. holes, 
out of which his Guards might ſhoot at pleaſure ; he left 
no Man of whom he had the leaſt ſuſpition either in Town 
or Country, but: he ſent his Guards not only to bid them 
depart, but to condutt them away-; during tais confine- 
ment of himſelf he was always difplacing the great Officers 
cf his Kingdom, Civil and Military, which made ſome be- 
lieve that he was impaired in his Senſes and IntelleQuals, 
but they were miſtaken and knew not his humours, ſays 
that wiſe Man, .and- great Hiſtorian, Philip de Comines's 
Book VI. As to his jealouſie, all Princes (i they are wiſe) 
are prone to it, eſpecially if they have made many Enemies, 
and injur'd many. People; Lewis gh XI. had ſome thoughts 
of caſing his Country, but he. thould have begun ſooner, 
faith the #i/orian ; for he had given his Kingdom many 
Wounds, which bled fiercely, and requir'd a long time for 
their conſolidation and cure. The laſt Years of his life, 
which he might have deſired to paſs in tranquillity and re- 
poſe, ferv'd only to perplex and torment him; Heaven 
refus'd to ſweeten the ſharpneſs of his troubles, and in- 
quietude of mind, notwithſtanding he had beg'd the bene- 
diction of the Hermit of Calabria, and the Prayers of the
